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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to papers filed on 8 July 2009. 

2. Claims 12, 13, 15-17, 20-23 and 25-28 are pending and presented for 
examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 12, 13, 15-17, 20-23 and 25-28 are allowed. These claims have been 
renumbered 1-13. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While the published invention by Mays, II (US Patent Application Publication 
No. US 2003/001 1332 A1 ) teaches of the control of motors within fan modules for 
use in personal computers and the patented invention by Young et al. (US Patent No. 
6,01 8,456) teaches of an enclosure system for receiving a number of pluggable 
computer peripherals, none of these references taken either alone or in combination 
with the prior art of record disclose a ventilation device for artificially ventilating 
component groups mounted on a subrack where a control unit controls a control 
element arranged in the power circuit of the connecting wires, specifically including: 
(claim 12) "... temperature monitoring and switching circuitry including a 
temperature monitoring device and a switching device connected in parallel 
with the control elements, the circuitry configured to detect and respond to a

fault in the fan unit by bypassing the control unit and through connecting the 
switching device to power the fan unit at full operating voltage when a board 
temperature is greater than a board limit temperature in combination with 
the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. 

It is for these reasons that the Applicant's invention defines over the prior arts of 

record.
